Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

Claims 1-10 recite novel features comprising a method of transcoding, 
comprising: 

a) receiving encoded motion-compensated video including motion vectors and 
frame-DCT blocks; 

b) downsampling the blocks as: 

i) for an l-picture orP-picture DCT block, applying a two-dimensional 
inverse DCT and then applying a downsampling with respect to the horizontal 
dimension : 

ii) for a B-picture DCT block, applying a one-dimensional de-interlacing 
inverse DCT with respect to the vertical/column dimension of the block and then 
applying a one-dimensional IDCT and a downsampling with respect to the 
horizontal/row dimension : 

c) applying inverse motion-compensation for results from step b); 

d) after step c) . applying a downsampling with respect to the vertical dimension 
for the results of step b)i); 

e) repeating steps a)-d) for further DCT blocks and motion vectors; 

f) encoding the results of step e).
